U.S. mum on whether it 
discussed Syrian Jewry 


Jerusalem Post Correspondent 
WASHINGTON. — The State De- 
pertment has refused to comment 
on whether Secretary of State Hen- 
ry Kissinger raised the issue of 
Syrian Jewry during his talke with 
Syrian Foreign Minister Abdel Ha- 
lim Khaddam. 

“We do not want to discuss any con- 
versations which we may be having 
on this subject,” spokesman Robert 
Anderson said on Friday during the 
regular State Department briefing. 

Anderson merely said that the 
U.S. is obviously against persecu- 
tion, but he refused to confirm or 
deny whether the dis- 
cussed the issue with the Syrian 
visitor. 

He said that the U.S. regards the 
situation of Syrian Jewry the same 
as it does that of Soviet Jewry. In 
the past, the Department has re- 
mained silent on any diplomatic ef- 
forts it may have used to help 
Soviet and Syrien Jews emigrate. 

Kissinger is reported to have 
raised the issue with Syrian leaders 
during his last marathon shuttle 


with the Syrians through diplomatic 
channels, 

The Secretary has been urged by 
American Jewish leaders and Israel 
officials here to raise this issue.
